Russia's Pro Arab Stand | 
Puts U.S., Britain on Spot | 


Silver Urges U. S. 
To Uphold Zionists

LAKE SUCCESS.~—In the wake 
of a ringing plea by Dr. Abba Hil- 
lel Silver that the United States 
take the lead in the, champion- 
ship of the Jewish case before 
the U.N. Assembly, there were 
indications here at the opening of 
the U.N. Palestine session that 
the American delegation would 
most likely adopt a policy of 
“neutrality.” 

Dr. Silver’s plea came 
press conference shortly before 
the convening of the U.N. ses- 
sion. Seathingly denouncing the 
British, Dr. Silver made an open 
bid for American championship 
of the Jewish case. 

In most delegations it was felt 
that the attitude of the United 
States would be the greatest fac- 
tor in determining the decision 
of the Assembly. American stra- 
tegic and oil interests in the area 
are involved, as well as the strong 
support for Zionism in the United 
States. 

It has been disclosed that the 
United States will oppose placing 
the Arab independence proposal 
on the agenda and it is believed 
that the United States wants it- 
self and other great powers bar- 
red from the proposed commit- 
tee of inquiry. . 

It is also generally supposed in 
United Nations ‘circles that in a 
show down, Russia, which in the 
past has fought the Zionist move- 
ment, would support the Arabs. 
However, it is recognized that the 
Soviet policy is often very elastic 
and in some circles it is thought 
“that Soviet policy might be al- 
tered should the Arab tie up with 
England be intensified.

Tuesday when the U.N. Steering Committee was trying to de- 
cide whether to accept or reject the request of five Arab member 
nations that an item be added to the agenda of the General Assembly 
urging the termination of the Palestine mandate and the proclama- 
tion of Palestine as an independent state, the cleavage between the 
three powers began to show itself more clearly. 

The delegate of the United States in a long statement outlining 
the position of our government on the necessity to solve the Pales- 
tine problem in the interest of world peace announced that he will 
vote against the Arab request because it prejudices the decisions 
which the fact finding commission to be appointed by the General 
Assembly is to reach. 

Gromyko speaking for the Soviet Union said that he is ready to 
vote in favor of including the Arab request in the agenda since such 
inclusion can only mean a wide discussion of the Palestine issue at 
the present session, but not the adoption of any basic decision by 
the session. A wide discussion in the assembly of the fundamental 
problems underlying the Palestine issue may only prove helpful te 
the fact finding committee in its work, Gromyko emphasized. 

Poland Wants Jews Represented 

Gromyko’s views were apparently not shared by the delegation 
from Poland which usually supports the Sovict attitudes at United 
Nations meetings. The Polish delegate, Josef Winiewicz, announced 
that though the Arab request merits discussion he will abstain 
from voting on it since it would not be fair to have this request 
granted before the Jewish side is heard on the very important ques- 
tion. of the termination of the Palestine mandate. He urged the 
admission of Jewish representation to the assembly and was the 
only member of the steering committee to make this recommenda- 
tion. 

Canada supported the view of the American delegation that the 
Arab request must be opposed because it prejudices the work of 
the projected fact finding committee. However, the delegates of 
Egypt, Syria, Lebanon, Iraq and Saudi Arabia attacked the Ameri- 
can opposition to the inclusion of their request in the agenda. The 
Polish delegate was similarly attacked by Arab delegates for his 
suggestion to admit a Jewish representation. The Egyptian delegate 
argued that such admission would be contrary to the U.N. charter 
and that the Jews can present their views to the fact finding com- 
mittee if such is appointed. 

5 Arab Nations On Steering Committee 

All five Arab countries were admitted to participate in the steer- . 
ing committee even though four of them are not members of the 
committee. The four were seated without voting right, while Egypt, 
which is a member of the steering committee, had the right to vote. 
All. five delivered bitter speeches against political Zionism and all 
of them opposed the creation of a fact finding committee and in- 
sisted on United Nations action on the Palestine issue at once. 

The General Assembly has been postponed until the steering 
committee completes its hearings and votes on the Arab request 
and on whether to admit the Jewish Agency for participation in the 
discussion without a vote.

UMOR has it that the so-called Zionist opposition has decided 
to ditch Rabbi Heller and to back Ed Kaufman as the Man 
on Horseback who is to save American Zionism. 

This makes the so-called Zionist Opposition more and more a 
theoretic, academic, abstract question, a fit text for a sermon on 
politics in Zionism but not an actual issue. Now for the sermon. 

Oppositions are good for a movement. In the Canadian Parlia- 
ment the leader of the Opposition gets a government salary. An 
opposition criticizes, keeps the administration on its toes, forces 
‘the supporters of the administration to examine and re-examine 
the acts of the administration and to use pressure for bringing 
about the necessary improvements and reforms. An opposition 
ean be useful without ever getting into power. 

But an opposition must have some policy, it must have an issue. 

IN THE WORLD ZIONIST ORGANIZATION there have al- 
ways been real issues. When Brandeis fought Weizmann, he had an 
issue. When Nordau and Jabotinsky fought Weizmann, they had 
an issue. When Mizrachi made demands for the recognition of the 
sanctity of Jewish religious tradition in publicly-supported institu- 
tions, there was an issue. When there was the question of consider- 
ing the British proposal for partition in 1937, there was an issue. 
When there was the question of accepting Bevin’s invitation to the 
London Conference, in 1947, there was an issue. Plenty of issues, 
plenty of policies, plenty of opposition. Meir Grossman represents 
a Zionist party which is not in the coalition and is therefore in the 
opposition to the administration of the World Zionist Organization. 
Talk to Grossman for five minutes and you'll see he advocates a 
policy which is different from the one followed by the administra- 
tion. His opposition is real, not phoney. 

In the Zionist Organization of America there were only two 
major issues within the past twenty-five years; one, when Brandeis 
fought Weizmann and lost; the other, when Silver fought Wise and 
won. 

To be sure, there were persona] elements in each fight. But 
the main issue was not personal. In each of the two cases the fight 
was about a real and honest difference of views on how to achieve 
the aims of the Zionist ideal. 

IN 1922 Brandeis felt that the European Zionists did not know 
how to run things and that American Zionists ought to come in and 
take over and streamline the movement their way. In 1945 Silver 


- and Neumann thought that Zionists had been too soft, too meek and 


that a new and more vigorous approach was required. In each case 
there was something real to fight about. In the intermediate period 
of twenty-five years, there has been plenty of scrapping in the ZOA, 
but there was very little to scrap about. There were no real issues. 

And there aren’t any today either. 

I don’t mean that there is nothing wrong in the ZOA. I mean 
that there is no group organized to propose what it thinks would 
be better or even merely different. 

Let us take an example of cultural work. ‘I think—excuse me, 
I know—that the ZOA has not done nearly enough to educate its 
membership in the bare rudiments of Zionism, not to speak of any- 
thing more ambitious. I think the book publishing program of the 
ZOA lacks intelligent planning. If I were to organize a group of 
ZOA members who would make it their business to demand that a 
certain cultural policy were carried out, either by pressure on the 
present administration or by backing another one, I would have 
something like a potential opposition. 

Or, take another example. If the ZOA administration should 
adopt an anti-labor policy, it would be easy to organize among the 
ZOA members a pro-labor group which, if the issue were fought out 
in an election, could easily give the anti-labor group a sound thrash- 
ing. 

But these two examples are merely hypothetical. There is no 
organized group of Zionists—unfortunately—ready to make an issue 
of cultural work; and there is no immediate danger of the ZOA 
administration becoming anti-labor. (If it ever should, it is sure 
to break its neck!) 

AND YET, there is a so-called opposition. The opposition is 

looking for an issue. Anything will do that may embarrass the 
present ZOA Administration. When somebody spreads the canard 
that the ZOA administration is opposed to halutziut in America, then 
the very people who always opposed halutziut suddenly become its 
champions. The truth of the matter is that it is among the opponents 
of the present administration that the most violent opposition to 
halutziut can be found. The truth is that Louis Levinthal only re- 
cently referred to American halutzism as mere misfits and that 
Shlomo Bardin has been drawing his inspiration in his discourage- 
ment (to use a mild expression) of the formation of pioneer groups 
in America from the leaders he tries to please—and they are in the 
opposition. 
‘Recently, when a group of halutzim training for service in Pal- 
estine at Hightstown, N. J., found themselves suddenly without a 
roof over their heads after a fire, a campaign was undertaken to 
help them rebuild their farm buildings. Louis Levinthal was per- 
turbed by the fact that the members of the said farm were not Gen- 
eral Zionists but Labor Zionists (Hashomer Hatzair, as it happens). 
He thereupon made an inquiry of the President of the Confederation 
of General Zionists asking for a ruling. The President of the Gen- 
eral Zionists Rabbi Israel Goldstein replied. Neither the query nor 
the reply reflect any glory on either. Goldstein is with the admin- 
istration. Levinthal is in the opposition. That is like one member 
af the NAM, who is a Republican, writing to the President of the 
NAM, who is a Democrat in 1942, asking for a ruling whether good 
solid American citizens may be permitted to equip a canteen for 
soldiers stationed in their vicinity when it is known that the rookies 
have been known to strike for better wages and to have voted for a 
Liberal Party candidate. But the NAM never stooped to such prac- 
tices—at least, not openly.

ANOTHER PILLAR of the Opposition is Robert Szold, whose 
fight against Labor has been his consistent policy throughout his 
eareer as a leading Zionist.

JEWISH TAILOR WOUNDED AIDING COP 
GETS CARNEGIE MEDAL, $80 A MONTH

city who was wounded serious-

Rosenwald States Council's Stand

PHILADELPHIA—The anti-Zionist views of the American 
Council for Judaism were outlined here by Lessing Rosenwald, presi- 
dent of the organization, before the American Philosophical Society. 


“The anti-Zionist goal equates completely and is dependent on 
the democratic goal,” he said. “It maintains that in a democratic 
world, the proposal of a Jewish state is destructive. Adherents of 
this philosophy, therefore, will turn for a solution to the fullest ex- 
ssion of democratic concepts and to a worldwide acceptance of 


the sanctity of the individual and fundamental human rights.” 


A different idea is expressed by Zionism, Rosenwald added.

The butchers told the investi- 
gating committee that Jewish 
housewives demand the choicest 
cuts and ignore the cheaper ones 
which cost less than in non- 
kosher shops. The probe dis- 
closed that it is possible to buy 
certain kosher meats for as ht- 
tle as 10 cents a pound and to 
find a $1.25 per pound price tag 
on the best meats. 

Would Do Own Policing _ 

The Butchers Association said, 
‘in reference to the problem of 
varying prices for the same cuts, 
that most of its members stick 
to the maximum price list ce- 
cently put into effect and invited 
the public to notify the Council 
office of the names of violators. 
The Association promised prompt 
action in such cases though the 
nature of the proposed action was 
not disclosed.

ACOB’S DREAM” is a noble 


and daring interpretation 


of the destiny and mission of 
the Jew. It is an interpretation 


which we American Jews need 
desperately. 

Dr. Solomon Liptzin, whose 
“Germany’s Step-children” is a 
significant ‘book, contributes a 
comprehensive biographical es- 
say on Richard Beer-Hofmann, 
and of his Viennese milieu, con- 
centrating on the spiritual mo- 
tives which moved the gifted 
dramatist. 

Born on July 11, 1866, to a 
well-to-do Viennese family, Rich- 
ard Beer-Hofmann did not yield, 
as did so many 
of his compan- 
ions to the skep- 
‘ticism of the en- 
vironment and 
‘ to the cynicism 
towards Juda- 
ism and Israel 
= characteristic of 
so-called eman- 
cipated Jews, 
His major source of inspiration 
was always the Bible, Biblical 
themes and heroes, with Shake- 
speare and Goethe as seconds. 


“Der Graf von Charolais,” 
composed in 1904, won for Beer- 
Hofmann the highest dramatic 
award in Germany. A Jewish 
creditor called “Itzik,” who saw 
his own father die by an auto- 
da-fe, defies his accusers and de- 
famers: 

“An evil man!” And why 

Should I be kind to you? Give 

me one reason— 

A single one! Or do you think 

I should 

Be kind because all human be- 

ings should 

Be kind unto each other? First, 

my Lord, 

Tear out this heart contracted 

and convulsed 

By the infliction of a thousand 

wrongs; 

Put out these eyes and give me 

other eyes 

That are not wounded by too 

much of weeping; 

Smooth out my back that’s 

bent to crookedness 

With bowing down in enforced 





humbleness; 

And give me other feet wn- 
wearied 

By the eternal wandering of 
exile;’ 

Crash through my skull, tear 


out the brain beneath 
So that I may forget; and last 
cnn Al, 
Cut me these veins and let my 
blood run out 
That nothing’s left that was 
my father’s or 
My father’s father or his own 
or his— 
No drop of all that blood, of 
all that woe— 
And when you have done. all 
that, my Lord Count,

HOW MUCH MORE fitting an 
indictment today than it was in 
1904! The world compels the Jew 
to suffer disgrace and shame 
without end, and then has the 
insolence to demand of him the 
qualities of a gentleman! 

“Jacob’s Dream” majestically 
proclaims Israel’s mission and 
destiny. Jacob is the visionary 
and dreamer. Edom, his brother, 
the Biblical Esau, represents 
physical strength, power and 
might. The idealist, the dreamer 
is foreordained to pain and suf- 
fering, a destiny which has pur- 
sured the Jew from times im- 
memorial, and yet which also 
mysteriously preserves Israel. 
Dr. Liptzin states this truth su- 
perbly when he says that “na- 
tions weaken by excessive 
wealth and machinery, decay and 
disappear, but the sons of Jacob, 
goaded by new suffering, con- 
tinuously rise to new heights.” 


WHILE THE FIRST act justi- 
fies Rebecca’s preference for Ja- 
cob, the second conveys the au- 
thor’s basic message concerning 
the mission of the Jew. 

What does “being 
mean? 

“This is what ‘chosen’ means: 

Not to know dreamless sleep, 


Visions at night—and voices 

round by day! 

Am I then chosen? Chosen that 

all suffering 

Calls me, demands me, 

complains to me? 

That even the dumb look of the 

dying beast 

Asks me: ‘Why so?’” 

Here is a conception of the 
role of the Jew which is truly 
majestic, and which while entail- 
ing pain incures victory and life 
eternal. 

This role Edom not only 
promptly rejects but pleads with 
Jacob to do likewise, to “flee this 
God”: 

“Jacob! 

Let’s flee this God!—come with 

me! The flocks 

That you have taken lead to 

the pasture lands 

Of Ayath. Wait for me there— 

another moon, 

And I shall eome with women, 

cattle, slaves, 

With all the substance of our 

household stores! 

We then go together to some 

strange land,

Ye, ever-blessed! 
guilt, 
For which He sends the new- 
born into life, 
Adorned with poisoned boils, 
wounds, ulcerous filth?

Could He not other? Willed He 
not otherwise? 
Is He not filled with horror at 
His work? 
Did He create this ball but for 
His pleasure? 
Now it rolls staggering on, 
slipped from his hand, 
Onward through time—I ask 
you: To what end? 
Ye fawning servants, praise 
the play-ball that He made” 
To this the dreamer turns a 
deaf ear, stubbornly insisting 
that “God chooses me,” that “I 
cannot break from Him!” In- 
stead he hearkens to Michael, a 
more sympathetic angel who 
proclaims for Jacob his true des- 
tiny and mission in the world: 
“Thou whom God has chosen to 
Bear witness of His wonders— 
go, announce them... . 
Thou art the torch eternal God 
has kindled 
To spread above the people’s 
path its flame— 
Hard, stubborn, stiffnecked He 
created thee; 
As He piles up thy load, thy 
strength shall grow. 
Be light unto the nations— 
open eyes now blind! 

Lead captives forth from dark- 
ness, chains and woe .... 
God glows, God hammers thee 

to be His holy people 
And sets thee up—time’s 
breakers rage around.... 
Thou risest—a mark and ever- 
lasting measure, 

A standard, to which ,hope 
faith and—pain are bound! 
This is a remarkable, a grip- 
ping drama. It merits fre- 
quent reading, and long, earnest 
meditation. “Jacob’s Dream” can 
prove a_ source of spiritual 
strength of religious renewal, 
and of fresh appreciation of the 
function of the Jew in the world.

Tale of a Tactful Rabbi 

WANT TO tell you about something that happened in Our Town 
I a few weeks ago. You’ve heard about Our Town before. It’s a 
fairly small Jewish community, somewhat off the beaten track, and 
not often exposed to the big city influences of Jewish culture. For 
a time the folks in Our Town had trouble obtaining a rabbi to min. 
ister to their spiritual wants. It was not that their needs were ex. 
traordinary, but few of the young and more ambitious ministers 
wanted to “bury themselves” in this beautiful but comparatively 
remote corner of the land, where the publicity would be so unsatis. 
fying. One rabbi came, but stayed only a short while. Another 
promised to come, but disappointed the folks. Others even visited 
the town incognito to get the lay of the land. A fine, devoted rabpj 

finally came to make his home in Our Town. 
There is a good sense of Jewish loyalty in town; according to 
a comprehensive census of the Jewish population not long ago we 


_ found that an unusually high percentage of the people were affilj- 


ated with one or another of the Jewish organizations. Yet, as a 
result of many years of neglect, there is an underlying layer of 
ignorance—rather call it lack of knowledge—of matters Jewish. 
Lack of opportunity rather than disinclination should be charged 
with the condition. 


* * a 


THIS IS REALLY where my story begins. The whole thing is 
dismissed in a dozen lines in the local Anglo-Jewish weekly, but I 
can sense what happened, and fill in between the lines. The Jewish 
War Veterans Post, newly formed, eager, enthusiastic, with big plans 
for civic cooperation and Jewish activities, sent out notices of its 
next meeting. The secretary busily addressed the cards. Earnestly 
the leader planned the program, alerted committees to report, ar. 
ranged the “business” without which no meeting is complete. k 
was the normal monthly night for meetings, but certain elements 
of the preparation have to be repeated each month. 

The veteran members made mental note of the night—yes, the 
second Thursday of the month—and wives and sweethearts were 
forewarned of the reserved evening. 

Nobody realized—and none who did know were immediately 
conscious of the conflict—that Thursday night was Yom Tov, one 
of the nights of Pesach. Readers who attend synagogue services 
daily may not understand the lack of knowledge; children who were 
drilled in the holiday dates at Hebrew or Sunday school might have 
remembered, but the simple fact had escaped the attention of the 
good veterans of Our Town. After all, it was only a business meet- 
ing, and there had been no advance extensive advertising which 
might have met the gaze of a more alert congregant. 

The meeting had just about opened, in all innocence, when the 
rabbi inquiringly poked his head in the door. Consider the situa- 
tion for a moment, dear reader. I have known rabbis, and no doubt 
you do too, who would have stormed and ranted and denounced, 
who would have invoked the wrath of Heaven upon the organization 
for its Godlessness. They would have created a scene in which 
murmurs of anger and resentment would have countered their de- 
nunciations. 


* * * 


THERE ARE RABBIS, too, who might quickly have withdrawn, 
hoping they had not been seen, and who would go their way quietly, 
anxious to preserve peace and provoke no uproar. 

The brief dozen lines give us no details regarding our rabbi’s ac- 
tions. It appears he entered the meeting, conferred privately with a 
few of the veterans, sympathized with them in their error, and 
suggested that their presence there that evening be made the oc 
easion for an informative, cultural gathering, thoroughly in con- 
sonance with the holy atmosphere. Perhaps the good rabbi was 
weary, and had looked forward to a quiet evening of study at home. 
The talk he gave, and the discussion he led may have been difficult 
for him, for he repeated the very matters he had dealt with an an- 
other meeting on the preceding evening. He offered a review of 
“Thieves in the Night” which was not only a book review, but 4 
discussion of trends and principles in Jewish life today as well. Al- 
together the meeting turned out to be a great success. 

And I am encouraged, for I like Our Town, and I believe that 
our folks have at last found a rabbi worthy of the community. May 
they share their joys together for many years.

It had to do with her 
remembering, all at once, the Jewish Index, 
and she was thinking of the next issue arriving 
by mail in Fairfield Village. The “Jewish In- 
dex” was the weekly newspaper in her town. 
The XYZ’s had been subscribers for years; it 
had followed them around to the various better 
and better places in which they had lived dur- 
ing the years when XYZ was Continuously ris- 
ing in the widget industry. Now it was going 
to follow them to Fairfield Village! Mrs. XYZ 
could have swooned at the thought.

Fairfield Village really is not the name 
of the place of her residence. The poverty of 
the poor in spirit is the most wretched of all 
poverty and I’m a guy who pities the poor, 
particularly the hopeless poor.

Dutch Guiana Ready to Admit 30,000 Jews Immediately; 
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» commission of experts to be sent by the League. 


Would Settle in Unpopulated Areas Says Freeland Group 


Jewish Telegraphic Ageney ? 
NEW YORK—The government of Surinam, 


Dutch Guiana, is ready to admit 30,000 Jews 
immediately for settlement in unpopulated sec- 
tions of the country, it was announced here by 
the Freeland League, a Jewish group seeking 
areas for colonization by Jews from Europe. 

An official proposal to admit the 30,000 was 
made by the Surinam Government three days 
ago to a Freeland League delegation, headed by 
Dr. I. N. Steinberg, which spent 10 days in 
Paramaribo, negotiating with a special com- 
mission composed of members of the govern- 
ment and of representatives of the Legislative 
Council. The Jewish delegation also addressed 
a private session of the Legislative Council. 
The project will have to be approved by the 
Dutch Government. 

At a press conference here today the leaders 
of the Freeland League reported that the gov- 
ernment of Surinam had agreed to receive a 


These experts, in cooperation with the local 
authorities, will select the area or areas where 
Jewish settlements will be established. 

“The Jewish settlement,” Dr. Steinberg told 
the press conference, “is not intended to be- 
come a separate political entity. Its members 
would become, in conformity with the laws of 
the country, citizens of Surinam. The Dutch 
language would be considered a bond holding 
together all groups of the Surinam population. 
At the same time, the development of Jewish 
culture, including religion, language and cus- 
toms, would be guaranteed. Full scope would 
be given to the teaching of the Jewish language 
in the schools and to its use as an initial me- 
dium of instruction.” 

Dr. Steinberg said that agreement has been 
reached between the Surinam government and 
the Jewish delegation on all points except on 
the problem of further immigration after the 
initial 30,000 Jewish refugees have been settled.

A Visit to the JTS Museum 


N THE Jewish Theological 

Seminary in New York, there 
is a museum of Jewish treasures. 
If you go there, you will see old 
lamps and bowls, dating back 
over two thousand years to the 
days of the judges. There are 
beautifully hand-decorated Hag- 
gadahs for the Passover service, 
Torah Scrolls, filigree spice box- 
es, Chanukah lamps and ancient 
Passover plates. 

You may see the collection of 


‘unusual wedding rings, with a 


tiny. house perched on each ring. 
That little house is the symbol 
of how important we Jews con- 
sider the home and the home- 
maker, the wife and mother of 
each family. These rings are 
communal rings. Rich and poor 
alike in European Jewish com- 
munities in medieval days, were 
married with such a ring. 

And you will see an Ark which 
is 800 years old. It was found by 
Dr. Schechter in the Geniza and 
presented to him by the Cairo 
congregation. From the Geniza 
at Cairo, there is also a signed 
letter of Maimonides. 

Before you go into the rooms 
where the treasures from Danzig 
are displayed, the guide may tell 
you this story; which we found 
in Dorothy Alofsin’s “Streams 
of Jewish Life.” Here it is:

IN THE CITY of Danzig, 
frightened whispers spread the 
threat of an early invasion by 
the Nazis. The people in the Jew- 
ish community knew they were 
doomed; there was no way they 
could be saved. But they were 
determined that their religious 
treasures must not be lost; they 
mst be preserved for the future. 

Quickly the Jews of Danzig 
stripped the Museum, the four 
synagogues, and their homes 
bare of the religious objects so 
dear to them. Men _ hurried 
through the streets bringing their 
treasures to the largest syna-

OW is the time to eat plenty of the tender asparagus that is 

plentiful and reasonably priced. It makes a delicious cream 

soup, a salad, or an accompaniment to meat or fish meals. Just 

to be different, try making a special sauce to serve with “the long 
green” stalks. How about trying the following recipes? 


Asparagus with Sauce Vinaigrette 
2 lbs. asparagus (1 bunch) 4% cup cold water 
% tsp. salt 1 clove garlic (optional) 
Cut away the woody, fibrous section of the stems and let tips 
stand in a bowl of cold water to which a dash of salt has been 
addded. After 5 minutes, tie the asparagus together and stand the 
bundle upright in the double boiler, lower section. Add cold water 
and salt, alse garlic if desired, and turn the top section of double 
boiler over to serve as a cover. Cook over moderate heat 8 to 10 
minutes. This steaming process leaves the tips nice and green 
while it cooks the heavier section tender. Save the liquid for soup 
—it holds much of the Vitamin B content which dissolves in water. 
Now make the sauce as follows: 


Sauce Vinaigrette 
4 tbisps. melted butter or vegetable shortening 
2 tbisps. lemon juice or vinegar 
% tsp. dry mustard or 1 tsp. prepared mustard 
2 hard cooked eggs, diced fine or chopped 
1 tsp. minced parsley or green onion 
% tsp. salt * 
dash of white pepper, optional 
Beat butter, mustard, lemon juice, salt and pepper with a 
fork or rotary beater. Add the minced greens and chopped egg. 
Chill. Heap the sauce over the center section of asparagus ar- 
ranged on a bed of lettuce or caserole. Add a sprinkling of paprika 
for color. Serve cold. Serves 5 or 6. 


Asparagus with Cheese 

After steaming the asparagus till tender and draining off the 
liquid, arrange on toast in a shallow baking dish. Place thin strips 
of any variety of Cheddar cheese across the spears, dot with but- 
ter and sprinkle with paprika or white pepper. Slip under the 
broiler flame 5 minutes before serving time and watch closely to 
prevent overcooking. The cheese should bubble and brown lightly 
but not become soupy. Serve hot. 


Asparagus Cream Soup 

1 Ib. asparagus (tender sections 1 small onion (optional) 

only) 3 tbisps. butter 
3 cups milk 3 tblsps. flour 
% cup cold water Minced parsley or green onions 
% tsp. salt 2 tblsps. grated cheese 

Cut the asparagus into % inch pieces. Add cold water and salt 
and cook in well covered pot 5 to 8 minutes, Blend melted butter and 
flour in a saucepan till light brown. Stir in milk gradually and cook 
over reduced heat till thickened. Add asparagus and liquid, stir- 
ring till blended. Cook 3 minutes longer. Serve hot with a sprink- 
ling of cheese and minced green on top. Croutons, Melba toast or 
salted crackers go well with this nourishing soup. Serves 4 to 5.

You may, after reading 
them, think I should have waited 
at least another year.

With this change coming about 
and the rise in prestige of Con- 
gervative and Orthodox Judaism,

68,000 Kids Eager 
To Get Into The Woods 

A look at the camping situa- 
tion as the 1947 season opens re- 
veals that some 68,000 of the 
country’s youngsters will be 
sharpening their  scout-knives 
and checking down the lists of 
permitted items preparatory to 
entering one of the 103 camps 
or the 92 “home” camps operated 
by Jewish Centers or other or- 
ganizations. 

Some camps operated by the 
organizations, such as the six 
Cejwin camps run by the Na- 
tional Jewish Welfare Board, 
provide camping facilities for 
many in small cities without 
camps. Additional advantage lies 
in the associations provided for 
the children, who are brought in 
contact with new personalities. 
The JWB camps are located in 
New Jersey, New England, New 
York and the Middle Atlantic 
States. 

The enjoyable aspects of Jew- 
ish living also are experienced 
by the campers, who learn Jewish 
music, dancing and dramatics 
and enjoy Sabbath and holiday 
observances. 
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Rosenwald Views Show Danger Of Council For Judaism 


O LESSING ROSENWALD’S strictures on 
Zionism as reported elsewhere in this 
issue do violence to Zionist precepts? 

Are anti-Zionists the believers and fighters 
for democracy? 

Are the members of the American Council 
for Judaism the advocates of the precepts 
found in the Constitution of the United States 
and in the prophetic teachings of Judaism? 

And vice versa are the Zionists the ones who 
do not uphold these principles? 

Mr. Rosenwald’s circumvatory language 
doesn’t alter his charges, which are made pub- 
lic now by him for the first time. Rabbi Elmer 
Berger has often accused the Zionists of dual 
loyalty, leading to the interpretation of dis- 
loyalty. 

Now the Council’s platform stands for ali 
to see. It’s dangers are just as obvious. 

Mr. Rosenwald knows that Zionists want a 
Jewish state because in this world in which 
we live a state is one of the best forms of 
security and provides the most opportunity for 
self-expression. When the “one world” idea is 
accepted then most Zionists will be more than 
ready to drop the “state” idea. 

But while the house is on fire is no time to 
junk the fire department. Jews need a place 
to go to now. 

“Even the most genuine and thoroughly de- 
veloped democracy is incapable of solving the 
problems of the Jews,” Mr. Rosenwald puts in 
the mouths of the Zionists. 


That is an untruth. The Zionists say that the 
kind of government developed thus far does 
not seem to have solved “the problems of the 
Jews.” Can Mr. Rosenwald deny that? 

Mr. Rosenwald asks the Jews to wait until 
pure democracy solves their problems. Does 
he ask the people of India or of the East 
Indies or the Arabs to wait? 

Mr. Rosenwald’s words would indicate that 
the American Council for Judaism has decided 
that the only way to fight Zionism is to attack 
the Zionists, which today in the U.S. is the Jews. 

Fundamentally Mr. Rosenwald’s error is one 
of historic analysis. Forgetting Jewish history, 
he tries to take the Jewish problem from its 
historic background and compare it as if it 
were a phenomenma of 1947, with not even 
1947 conditions, but conditions of 2047 or there- 
abouts. 

Mr. Rosenwald should retract and qualify 
his statements. Anti-Zionists have a point of 
view and The Post has been willing to let them 
reach its readers to attempt to win more ad- 
herents. Let Mr. Rosenwald stick to facts and 
accurate analysis, and desist from making wild 
and harmful charges. 

The Philadelphia Jewish Community Rela- 
tions Council is even now forming a committee 
to approach the Council on this very point. It 
plans, as The Post understands it, to negotiate 
with the Zionists also. This attempt should be 
made as quickly as possible, and if it falls 
through the NCRAC should act. In any event 
The Post expects a report of these negotiations. 


Will Post Readers Please Answer This Request? 


HE very successful SOS has joined in the 
campaign for books for Europe’s Jewish 
survivors. 

Some months ago, this paper made an edi- 
torial plea for books, which evidently fell on 
deaf ears of you readers. 

Knowing the Jewish community as it does, 
The Post is certain that there isn’t a Jewish 
home that can’t donate more than a few Jewish 
books and magazines. The pity of it is that 
while in our homes the books gather only dust, 
the Jews of Europe, because of our apathy, 
must go without reading material which is 
fundamental to their well-being. 

Bernard Popkin, SOS publicity director, puts 
it in another way: 

“It is our welcome responsibility to send 
them the books they so desperately crave. 
Surely, there are volumes in your personal li- 
brary which you no longer consult. Or in your 
school or university library. You or your chil- 


dren will want to share these with the Jewish 
survivors in Europe, who have, till now, known 
nothing but horror and terror, and who, even 
now, have little with which to blot out these 
memories.” 

Every Jewish organization could very easily 
for its next meeting ask its members to bring 
along at least one book for the collection. 

In fact there must be a good number of 
Jewish groups who are looking for just such a 
project as this,

The Jewish Agricultural Society and Farming 


NNUALLY when Gabriel Davidson re- 
leases his report of the Jewish Agricul- 
tural Society, usually in booklet form, there is a 
great hullabaloo in the Jewish community. 
Jews are turning to farming! Fifty-five or a 
hundred or two hundred Jewish families were 
settled on farms! A quarter of million dollars, 
or a million or two million was loaned in 1946 
by the association! 

The truth of the matter is that as far as 
any even infinitesimal move of Jews of the U.S. 
to farms, there just isn’t. The Post would like 
to see such a move. But as long as other oc- 
cupations offer better security and chance for 
advancement, few U.S. Jews will leave cities. 
Even the farm youth is slowly congregating 
into cities, so why expect Jewish youth to be 
otherwise attracted. 


Whether the Jewish Agricultural Society 
should be replaced by a new agency, or in- 
corporated into a more large-scale effort to 
bring Jews to farms, The Post is not able to 
say. 

The National Farm School at Doylestown, 
Penna., is doing a good job of bringing Jewish 
youth to farming, but even its effect is negli- 
gible. Here and there, Jewish farmers have 
made tremendous successes, but their number 
when compared to 5,000,000 people is small. In 
addition, every large city has its share of re 
tired Jewish business men who operate iarge 


farms, but this gentleman farming is no more 


than the words imply. 
No, there is no mass movement of U.S. Jews 


to farms, and the chances that there will be’ 


one are almost nil.

HE POST’S Detroit correspondent, who 

is a long-time journalist, and is now in 

the Detfoit Bureau of the United Press, reports 

his astonishment when the U.P. received a

Does the, writer 
imply that money collected for 
Palestine and European relief 
would be ‘spent for Hebrew 
Schools if péople didn’t give that 
money for aforementioned ave- 
nues for relief and aid? 


Let us not look for excuses o1 
blame. We Jews have no one or 
nothing to blame but ourselves. 
Our Jewish children are not get- 
ting a proper Jewish and Hebrew 
education because the parents 
DO NOT CARE, We are so busy 
working for, and worshipping the 
almighty dollar that the value 
of Torah and learning becomes 
secondary in the minds of many. 
The dollar sign supercedes ‘the 
Star of David sign. 


Jewish mothers believe a girl 
needs dancing and music and 
elocution to give her polish and 
popularity (thinking ahead to the 
ultimate goal of matrimony) 
and that doesn’t leave time for a 
thorough Jewish education. Were 
it not for Bar Mitzvah how many 
parents would send their boys? 
Is the boy impressed with the im- 
portance of the Bar Mitzvah 
ceremony or is the stress placed 
upon the party that follows the 
event? This lack of interest can- 
not be blamed on Palestine or 
Zionism or the U.J.A. We must 
impress the parents with the 
value of Jewish education for 
our children—then and only 
then will there be better and 
more Hebrew Schools. 


In your excellent paper I read 
some interesting comment on the 
elimination of the Sunday school 
and thus try to encourage a bet- 
ter attendance at daily Hebrew 
Schools. The idea is very good 
but before I would agree to cut- 
ting out the Sunday school I 
would suggest a poll be taken 
among the Sewish parents of 
children attending Sunday school 
to learn how many would send 
their children 3 or more times a 
week to Hebrew School if the 
Sunday school were eliminated. 
I contend “half a loaf is better 
than none at all.” I prefer Sun- 
day school to no Jewish educa- 
tion at all. 

Those children who do attend 
Hebrew School usually cut off 
their Jewish education at 13. 
That is the time “they should be- 
come most active. We should 
have special groups for them— 
combining social, educational 
subjects, Jewish current events, 
discussion groups, debating 
teams, Hebrew, History and 
Zionism, There are exceptions, 
but generally speaking are we 
prepared for this advanced edu- 
cation for our children over 13?

SAYS WRITE-UP OF U. OF ILLINOIS 
NOT COMPREHENSIVE ENOUGH 


Editor, National Jewish Post, 
The recent article in the Jew- 

ish Post on the Jewish student 

at the University of Illinois un- 


fortunately tried to do more than-+ 


present the writer’s personal as- 
sessment of “How Jewish is the 
Jewish Student.” In grasping too 
much one is apt to fumble. In 
this case, the writer did not do 
justice, I fear, either to his fel- 
low students or to the commu- 
nity. 

More time is needed to pass 
judgment on a community and 
its attitudes than a brief period 
of one semester or a school year. 
Actually, the picture today can 
only be understood against the 
background of a small univer- 
sity town suddenly overwhelmed 
by a doubjed registration - for 
which it is not prepared. The 
problem of housing is a general 
one. Facilities and services of all 
sorts are strained to the limit. ... 

But the real subject was to 
have been the Jewish student. 
Here the limited data makes for 
a distorted impression. Without 
a broad perspective and consid- 
eration of all the pertinent in- 
formation, it is dangerous to 
state too categorically what the 
“average” Jewish student is like. 


Apparently the writer used 
only two criteria for Jewishness: 
attendance at traditional services 
and the Zionist meetings. As a 
matter of fact, the average tetal 
attendance at both tradiional and 
liberal services is larger than 
was indicated. Even so, these 
statistics could not tell the whole 
story any more than they would 
in the adult community. 

Any realistic survey must take 
into account that there are a 
variety of motivations and ways 
to express “Jewishness.” Per- 
haps these are of different 


values, but all are indexes of 
identification with the Jewish 
group. 


For example, the high propor- 
tion of affiliation with Hillel can- 
not be shrugged off so easily as 
the result of pressure exerted by 
the organized groups. This under- 
estimates the independence that 
college students in general and 
veterans in particular evidence 
to coercion of any sort. I think 
we are justified in regarding 
this rather as a voluntary indica- 


#tion of loyalty and community 


responsibility. 
So too, the large sum con- 
tributed’ so far this year to the 





Student Appeal by these stu- 
dents, many of them struggling 
along solely on their small gov- 
ernment allotments, as well as 
the admirable response to the 
S.0.S. drive for clothing, food 
and medical supplies testify to 
a stronger link with the Jewish 
people than gefullte fish. 

For the same reason, I do not 
think that. large attendances at 
social affairs have to be defend- 
ed. That the Hille] Foundation is 
crowded beyond capacity at a 
Purim Carnival and similar oc- 
casions signifies at the least that 
the-Jewish student has made a 
definite choice to socialize in a 
Jewish atmosphere. 

At the same time, the appeal 
of the cultural programs is not to 
be underestimated. Surely the 
hundreds who, this year, have 
attended program at the Hillel 
Foundation on Jewish music, hu- 
mor, literature, Palestine, and 
the essence of Judaism were not 
deterred by the specific Jewish 
content. 

Of course, we do not expect all 
to become scholars. There is 
room for those who earn a place 
in the Olam Ha-ba by carrying 
water to the Batei Ha-Midrash 
without charge. 

But. the total picture is not 
complete without the intensive 
study groups which are an inte- 
gral part of the Hillel pattern: 
the discussion series on Stein- 
berg’s “Partisan Guide”; a week- 
ly seminar on philosophies of 
Jewish life; the classes in ele- 
mentary Hebrew; the conversa- 
tional Hebrew group now delv- 
ing into Achad Ha-Am. The num- 
bers may not be tremendous. But 
that they meet at all and regu- 
larly in the face of the multitude 
of academic and social pressures, 
all clamoring for a monopoly of 
the student’s time and energy is 
the wonder that cannot be dis- 
missed lightly. 

And beyond all this are the 
symptoms of a widespread yearn- 
ing, sometimes only half articu- 
lated, but real and insistent for 
Jewish knowledge and Jewish 
identity: dormitories requesting 
menorahs and candles at Chanu- 
kah time; invitations to the Hillel 
director to visit the houses to 
speak on some Jewish subpect; 
students exploring the Hillel li- 
brary for material on some Jew- 
ish theme, chosen “because it’s 
closer to them than anything 
else.” | 


WHAT'S WRONG WITH JEWISH YOUTH 
THAT THEY'RE APATHETIC AND SUPINE

One of the most disturbing fac- 
tors in our struggle with Brit- 
ain, is the apathy of a great 
many of the American Jewish 
youth in the presence of world- 
shocking events—their crawling 
supine attitude even after one- 
third of our Nation has been an- 
nihilated while the Democracies 
looked on in silence if not with 
deep contentment. One has the 
right -to ask: “What natural or 
psychological qualities do these 
people lack? What silences their 
protest and suppresses their re- 
sentment against this crue] s0- 
ciety?” , 

It is a sad thing to admit but it 
it a bitter truth, that what our 
youth lacks most is pride and 
self respect. Perhaps the cause 
of Theodore .Herzl’s return to 
Zion, during the Dreyfus Affair, 
can best illustrate our point. 
There were other capable Jewish 
journalists at the Dreyfus trial. 
None of them sensed the humili- 
ation so deeply as did Herzl. He 
had too much pride. He was a 
King among Kings and he could 
no longer face living as a second- 
class citizen. What is the Drey- 
fus Affair—the fate after all, of 
only one. French-Jewish captain 

compared to this disaster of 
historic magnitude? You will, 
nevertheless search in vain 
through the columns of.some of 
our leading English journalists 
of Jewish descent for any refer- 
ence to this catastrophic situ- 
ation. There is a conspiracy of 
silence on the part of these men 
to hush-hush the entire matter. 
You will search their vocabulary 
in vain for pride and self-respect. 
These are the rats who are first 
to desert the sinking ship. 


Dov Gruner’s action ever since 
his arrival in Palestine revealed 
the same characteristics which 
distinguished Herz] in his time. 
He came to Palestine an “illegal” 
immigrant, but nevertheless 
joined the British Army during 
the war and insisted that he fight 
on the front lines, where he was 
twice wounded. We then find him 
in prison where he retained his 
serenity even'in the shadow of 
death. “Of course, I want to live,” 
he said to his sister, Mrs. Helen 
Friedman, “but I don’t fear 
death, as long as I am confident 
that the ideal for which I am 
giving my life will survive and 
that my eomrades will continue 
the struggle.” ... 


A word must be said about the 
attitude of the so-called “mod- 
erate” Zionists towards the Irgun 
Z'vai L’umi. We do not expect 
them to agree with the Irgun, 
just as they did not agree with 
Jabotinsky when he pleaded for 
the evacuation of Polish Jewry 
while there was still time to save 
them; just as they opposed the 


“illegal” immigration (Aliah 
Beth) even at the outbreak of 
the war during the Congress in 
1939. With our “moderates” and 
Real-Politiker, it is after all a 
matter of temperament. The 
least one can expect of these 
“moderates”. is not to help Brit- 
ain to foment civil war in the 
Yishuv. . . < 

In spite of all differences, this. 
writer is confident that no Jew 
wants to see any of the Irgunists 
on the gallows.-There are ways 
and means to stop these British 
atrocities. 


First of all cease calling 
names, e. g. “terrorists” and 
“gangsters” —which in most 


cases is done to appease Mr, 
Bevin. Name calling is a vene- 
mous propaganda weapon and 
the impression is created among 
neutral progressive 
that 
handful of selfish adventurers. 
The door is thus locked for the 
Irgun to receive international 
status as an underground army 
whose captives must be treated 
as prisoners of war. This is no 
empty talk but is in itself an 
important weapon in our political 
struggle.

respect in the eyes of the world. © 


For it is clear that regardless 
how much we swear that we op- 
pose the Irgun, the English will 
not believe us. The reason is self- 
evident. Every normal citizen of 
a suppressed people would act in 
the same fashion as the Irgun- 
ists. The English then, feel-— 
rightly or wrongly—that the en- 
tire Yishuv is or ought te be 100 
per cent behind the Irgun. . .. 


This writer cannot conceal the 
fact that he is not pessimistic in 
spite of all the drawbacks on 
the political scene. We at least 


know what we want. An entire * 


world looks with amazement at 
the great drama taking place 
on the Hills of Galilee. After 
Treblinka and Maidanek a new 
Jewish youth has emerged, who 
have a “rendezvous with death 
at some disputed barricade.” 


There is no power in the world . 
that can stop them! They are © 


destined to erect for owr people 
the mightiest of forts, upon 
whose peak eagles shall build 
their nests!

punch, Lew.” Lew was so flabber-. 
gasted that he stopped throwing 
leather and gave Benny enough of 
a respite to get on his bicycle. In 
a moment the champ was clear 
headed again, and went ahead to 
defend his title in his customary 
class. Tndler was one punch away 
from the title but let the wily 
champion talk him out of throwing 
that vital punch. 


Another tale demonstrating the 
shrewdness of the New York light-

Colored ring patrons like to point out that Leonard, unlike other 
champions of his area, notably Dempsey, did not shy away from 
Negro contenders. He gave every logical man a crack at his title. 
One day a group of Negro business men approached him hesitantly 
and asked him if he would give a battler named Jackson a shot at 
the crown. “He’s a lightweight, isn’t he,” queried Leonard. The 
match was arranged and the champ starched the contender in the 
first canto. 


Among ring historians Leonard is generally rated close to the 
top among the lightweights of all time. He has been placed in the 
same class with the immortal Joe Gans. Benny never cared par- 
ticularly where he stood in the all-time rankings. When asked about 
it he philosophized, “if they have to go all the way back to Joe 
Gans to find my equal or better, I’m satisfied.” 

A lot of people are goihg to miss Benny. The boxing writers 
have lost a great pal. He was a credit as a boxing referee, having 
moved into the-top bracket, handling the biggest. fights in New 
York City. In recent years Benny turned more to his people and

TO PROVE CHARGES AGAINST CONGRESS 


Editor, National Jewish Post, 
Before you denounce critics of 
The American Jewish Congress 
as “smearers” you should know 
that the organization is Com- 
munist-controlled. During the last 
two years there has been a purge 
of Zionist employees and they 


have been replaced with Commu- 
nists and fellow travellers. 
The executive’ secretary of 


Manhattan is Bernard Harkavy, 
a well-known Communist from 
the East Side in New York, who 
frequently speaks at- Communist- 
front rallies and he is not a 
Zionist. Mm Shatz, executive 
secretary of the Bronx Division 
has a Communist background: 
his last connection was with the 
Furriers Union, which is domin- 
ated by the Communist party. 
Mrs. Silverman, organizer for 
the Women’s Division in Brook- 
lyn, has referred to the resis- 
tance fighters in Palestine as 
worse than Nazi-Fascists in 
speeches at meetings. The list is 
very long. 

I further wish to point out that 
affiliated with the American Jew- 
ish Congress is the Communist 
Jewish Peoples Fraternal Order, 
whose position on Palestine is the 
same as the Arab League. What 
is this group doing in the A.J.C.? 
It’s work is approved in the Com- 
munist publication, “Political Af- 
fairs,” which in the November 
1946 issue discussing the Commu- 
nist party resolution on Jewish 
work among the Jewish masses 
states, ‘We must support the in- 
dependent activities and influ- 
ence of the Jewish Peoples Fra- 
ternal Order and help to develop 
its position in the American Jew- 
ish Congress. 

At the January meeting of the 
National Administrative Commit- 
tee of the American Jewish Con- 
gress, a motion was made to in- 
vestigate Communist influence in 
the organization. The opposition 
of Dr. Wise squelched it. Last 
February a special meeting of 
the Brooklyn Division was held 
to hear charges of Communist- 
domination in the American 
Jewish Congress. The pro-Zion- 
ists had prepared a mimeo- 
graphed booklet showing that 
the American Jewish Congress 
was rapidly becoming a Commu- 
nist-front organization. This 
meeting was so bitter that it 
lasted from 8:30 p. m. until 2 
a. m. the following morning. 

Despite the gravity of the 
Palestine situation, I challenge 
the present officials to show any 
activity in behalf of Zionism dur- 
ing the last two years. 

On April 28, the United Nations 
will meet to take up the ques- 
tion of Palestine. The Z.O.A. is 
campaigning to have Jews write 
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or wire President Truman oi 
Warren Austin urging a Jewish 
Commonwealth in Palestine. The 
Brooklyn Jewish Community 
Council which deals with purely 
local matters and is composed of 
many non-Zionist groups has 
sent letters to representatives 
and telegrams to presidents of 
its affiliated organizations in- 
structing them to demand from 
Washington favorable action on 
Palestine. 

The American Jewish Congress 
which was founded as a Zionist 
group, has done nothing in this 
respect. For the longest time 
branches have received no in- 
struction regarding any Zionist 
activity. When Mr. Petegorsky, 
the executive secretary, at the 
special February meeting was 
asked what the American Jewish 
Congress was doing in behalf of 
Palestine, he pointed to a wall 
map printed by the organization 
showing the Zionist leaders at 
the Basle Congress and to- an 
A.J.C. ten-cent pamphlet and he 
replied, “This is my answer,” 
Let him deny it. 

On April 17 at the Manhattan 
Center in New York the Ameri- 
can Jewish Congress had a War- 
saw Ghetto Memorial meeting. A 
playlet was presented, written by 
Howard Fast, who is an editor of 
the Communist New Masses. Ar- 
thur Miller, a Communist fellow- 
traveller, then gave the Commu- 
nist position on the Jewish ques- 
tion. Later, a representative of 
the Soviet dominated Polish re- 
gime spoke. He condemned crit- 
ics of Stalin’s imperialism in Eu- 
rope and spoke glowingly of the 
New Poland. He forgot to men- 
tion the 1500 Jews who were 
killed in pogroms by Poles. The 
audience could tolerate it no 
longer and there were catcalls, 
boos and jeers directed at the 
speaker. Jews of New York came 
to a Warsaw Ghetto memorial 
meeting, called by the American 
Jewish Congress, and received 
instead Communist propaganda. 

On May 1, 1946, the manage- 
ment of the American. Jewish 
Congress dismissed all employes 
early so that they could march 
in the Communist May Day par- 


ade. Will they do the same this 


year?
